salary of the attorney general to $2,*»00 
but the same was lost. 
In 1H9.‘I an 
amendment was voted on to raise the 
salary to $3,000. 
This was declared 
carried. 
Klcction frauds were dis­ 
covered in the upper peninsula anti the 
supreme court ordered the vote recan- 
vasetl and it was found that tho am end­ 
ment had been lost. 
The Hilary amend­

In a generai order issued recently the 
pvi-nicnt virtually recognizes tobacco 
us an article essential to the well being 
ami Misftnance of the soldier iu time« 
of g*ent exertion, a*i well as iu times of 
peace aud mutine. 
The order, which 
emanale« from tho war department, 
i (aids as follows: 


“ Puder the authority vested in him 
by section 1111», revised statutes, the 
prt.idi'iit h« ri'by i stablishes an emer­ 
gency ration for tr«iep* operating for 
nhnrt periods under circumstances which 
ii .piiie them to depend upon supplies 
«anted upon theii persons. Its compo­ 
nent parts an« as follows: Uacon, 1ft 
oun •< s; huril bread, l*> ounces; pea meal, 
t ounces, or nn equivalent in approved 
material for making snap ; eolfee, m ast­ 
iti a.nl ground. 2 ounces, or tea, half an 
mim-e; saccharin, 4 grams, salt, .<>4 
cun -e; pepper, A ouiu’e; tohucco, half an 
oun e. ” 


The secretary of war directs that this 
emeigency ration bn resorted to only on 
nrt isious arising iu active operations 
when the use of the regulaily establish­ 
ed ration may he impracticable; that, 
although its nutritive qualities permit 
its use oil half allowance, it will not ho 
mi used except in east s of overruling nc- 
c ’ssity and never for a longer period 
than ten days, aud 
live days’ emergency rations be carried 
on tho perHon at one time. 


By order of th«« secretary of war, tho 
subsistence 
department will provide 
tougii paraOiu paper for wrapping the 
bacon; will furnish hard bread iu grease- 
pi oof packages the pea meal ¡n cylin­ 
drical packages, and tin* colie», tea, 
saccharin, salt, pepper and tobacco in 
fcuitable packages.— Washington Star.

compete in the markets of the world. 
There are a hundred articles of large 
consumption In which alcohol is used, 
among whifh are artificial lubricants, 
furniture polish and iinlsh, varnish, 
celluloid, enamels, gunpowders, dyeing 
preparations, making dry vegetable ex­ 
tratits,^ transparent soap, 
smokeless 
powd.T. beet sugar, and sorghum sugar. 
Senator 1‘Matt’s eonunittee estimates 
tiiut with free uleohol there would lie 
\ 
an annual demand for ‘tO,1)00,000 more 
l)ii8hela of corn for commercial ftleohol. 
No good argument has yet been ad­ 
vanced against free aleolud for manu­ 
facturing purposes.

lu)w the term “lestauriuit” was first 
used is well worth rei»eating. For a long 
time iiitm mui eating houses iu France 
were Only intended for the iH'ueiit of 
truveliiiK jM'ople, for th« pe<»ple took 
their meulri at home, and restuurauts 
were unknowji. 
The fli-st enterpriae of 
thti kind w’os founded iu Paritt iu 1705. 
A citizen by the niuue of Boulanger 
o]A'ued iu thu Kue des Poulies an eating 
housti where scmp, meat, fowl and eggs 
were served. 
A »’hronicler ivlates that 
meals were served thei'e ou snmll, round, 
murblu tables, and everythiug was scru­ 
pulously clean. 


Ovtir the entry to this first eating 
hou.s»i the proprietor had hung a sign, 
ujHiU which weiK the Latin words, “ Vo- 
nite ad me (mines (pue stomueho labora- 
tis, et ego restauralio vtw” (Come unto 
me all ye whose Htmnachs need attention, 
and I will restore thent). This is a par­ 
ody on the well known Biblical quota­ 
tion, “(y'ouie unto me all ye who labor 
and an^ heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest," only in phu;e of lal»r juui heavy 
latlen he said, “ whosestomachsneetl at 
tention. ’ * The word ‘ ‘ restauralx), ’ ’ frout 
the Latin “ n^staurare” (*t‘stoi'e or re- 
flesh), was tlui main churiu tei iiitic of the 
new establishment and gave it its name. 
Boulanger anuiK.sed it large fortune, for 
his enterprise piwed eminently success 
ful, but h(! w'as MKin imitated, some of 
his imitators Itecoming more famouf 
than h»n like Borel, at whose place 120 
years ago meals could 
had for I K

W ashington, March 28.—Senator Wol­ 
cott, who has interested

much in international bimetallism, ex­ 
pressed the opinion yesterday th at the 
recent action of Japan in "attem pting to 
depreciate silver’’ would hasten inter­ 
national action to restore the equality 
of the two metals, and made the follow­ 
ing statem ent giving his reasons for 
this belief; "The monetary situation In 
Japan Is not only interesting but must 
far-reaching, and perhaps not generally 
understood. The result 
which 
Japan 
seeks is to make perm anent the depre­ 
ciation of sliver in relation to gold, and 
to preserve 
thereby 
the 
advantages 
which this depreciation naturally gives 
to Japanese agriculture and Japanese 
industries, and It Is not in any sense an 
attem pt to equalise values. There was 
a 
time in the history of the 
United 
Htatse when we might have taken a 
step identical with th at o( aJpan now 
proposes. 


"If during the years of civil war, when 
our money was worth but 60 per cent, 
of the gold dollar, we had by law de­ 
clared that henceforth our dollar should 
be of the value of 50 cents only in gold 
our legislation would have been parallel 
with that which Japan evidently in­ 
tends. We chose to follow a different 
path. The action of Japan accords in 
a mea*ure with that of Austria a few 
years since, and. with the action pro« 
Jected in iiussla, with this difference:

Non of Its monay, megaured In gold, to 
th* astent of aam* If per e«nt.; Russia 
will establish a reduciloh of about83 per 
cent, in the value af ita rouble.

'Of course, at the present price of all* 
ver, measured by gold, the result of the 
action of Japan would be to drive all 
silver out of that country. It is prema­ 
ture, however, to attempt, to forecast 
the full effect of her action In this re­ 
spect. The course of Japan must. In 
my opinion, only serve to hasten some 
agreement between the leading com­ 
mercial nations of the world looking to 
a settlement of this question upon an 
International basis."
